Moscow jams Kol Yisrael news, say immigrants

The Soviets have begun jamming 
Kol Yisrael’s Second Programme 
news broadcasts, which can be heard 
in Moscow. 

This was reported by two recent 
arrivals from Moscow, Michael 
Kapaport and Konstantin Golesko, 
who mecwjth Absorption Minister 
Ya’acovTsur in his office this week. 
The' two - both in . their 20s and 
iharried, hare been active in Hebrew 
teaching for several years. They 
were gramed exit permits to Israel 
less than a month ago. 

Rapaport. who studied Hebrew 
wtih Prisoners of Zion Yuli Edel- 
stein and Alexander Kholmyansky, 
said the jamming of Kol Yisrael's 
hourly news broadcasts is a recent 
development. Previously, only fea- 
ture programmes bad been jammed. 


The technical interference with 
Israeli programmes is a very expen- 
sive procedure, bur the Soviets aim 
to disrupt them so as to reduce the 
study of Hebrew among Jewish 
activists, he said. 

Rapaport is so fluent in Hebrew, 
and so professionally skilled, that he 
has already landed a job as a compu- 
ter engineer ar Tsdiran. Cotrako. 
who has changed his name to Avner 
Ben-Yair, studied print engineering 
in Moscow and has applied to the 
Technion. 

The two immigrants told the 
.minister they believed they were 
given exit permits because the au- 
thorities wanted their Moscow 
apartments. Flats are in short supp- 
ly, they said, and many are needed to 
house participants in the upcoming 
assembly 10 mark the 40tb 


anniversary of rhe victory over the 
Nazis in World War U. 

Rapaport and Golesko said that 
aliva activists in the Soviet Union 
"fear for their lives" and that the 
KGB has “thick files" on every one 
of them.

2 re worried about unem- 
ployment in Israel and would like 
Kol Yisrael to broadcast more prog- 
rammes explaining in what fields - 
especially in high technology - there 
are vacancies.

Defence Minister Rabin 
warned yesterday that Israel will 
carry out a “scorched-earth poli- 
cy" in South Lebanon if Shi'ite 
terrorism continues. 

He loid the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee that 
it has to be made dear to the Shi'ites 
that their lives will noi be worth 
living if they refuse to let Israel live 
in peace. 

But Prime Minister Peres voiced 
optimism yesterday that the Shi'ites 
would not continue their attacks 
once Israel has withdrawn from 
Lebanon. 

Speaking to high-school pupils in 
Upper Nazareth. Peres said: “l am 
not perturbed by the pessimistic 
forecasts regarding what will happen 
when we leave Lebanon. The 
Shi ites have got plenty to occupy 
themselves with.” 

Peres also said that Israeli troops 
might leave Lebanon sooner than 
expected. 

•■\Ve will get out of Lebanon 
perhaps much faster than some peo- 
ple think." he said. "We are dealing 
with a situation in which lives are at 
stake, those of our soldiers there and 
those of the residents of northern 
Galilee." 

Rabin, meanwhile, said that the 
reaction to continued Shi'ite hostil- 
ity would be “scorched earth in 
Lebanon just as there was scorched 


earth in Jordan at the end of the 
19641s." 

Rabin said: "Lebanon is a more 
serious focus of terrorism today than 
it was in 1 ^* 2 . at least in potential 
terms. We did not eradicate terror 
(rom Lebanon.” 

"We will not be able to solve our 
problem w-ith Southern Lebanon 
iust by invad'nc again. But we have 
made it clear that they cannot hit us 
without our hitting back. 

"We ha’-e been weaned of ail our 
political aspirations." Rabin said. 
-We do not regard the South Leba- 
non Army as our frontier policemen 
but as an instrument for maintaining 
a security zone." 

Rubin said rhai once the IDF is 
back on this side of the border it will 
be able to respond to attacks more 
forcefully • He said, if need be the 
IDF could strike back deep inside 
Lebanon. " tf U kilometres deep if the 
targe: is that faraway."

CBS climbs down from 
charges against IDF

The CBS network has backtrack- 
ed from its accusations that two of its 
cameramen in South Lebanon last 
week were deliberately killed by 
Israeli tank-fire. 

GBS Vice-President Ernest Leiser 
told newsmen after a meeting with 
Premier Peres in Jerusalem yester- 
day: JJ I now believe, even without 
complete information, that it was 
certainly not a deliberate attempt to 
fire tank guns against our camera 
crew." 


Israeli officials said it had been 
established beyond douht that the 
TV crew had been shot at from a 
range of 2.5 kilometres, and oof 500 
metres as was reported by CBS. 

The Israeli officials said Peres had 
told Leiser he was satisfied the tank 
crew had acted in strict accordance 
with standing orders. They had 
sought and received permission to 
open fire against what they had good

“The Knesset oversees the work 
of the State Comptroller, but who 
oversees the overseer?

These questions were put by Mor- 
dechai Virshubski (Shinui). when he 
spoke in yesterday's debate on the 
State Control Committee's recom- 
mendations on the State Comptrol- 
ler's Report.

• The Ministry -of Housing and the 
Tel Aviv municipality should consid- 
er uniting the public housing com- 
panies forthe sake of efficiency. 

• The Prime Minister's Office 
should re-examine the question of 
Wakf (Moslem charitable endow- 
ments) property, paying more atten- 


tion to the needs of the Moslem 
community. 

• The Broadcasting Authority 
should look into management- 
worker relations and find ways to 
enable management to exercise its 
authority without prejudicing the 
rights of the workers. 


Inheritance law 

A widow will receive half of her 
husband's estate and the rest will be 
divided among all the children, 
whether of the husband by a former 
marriage or of the deceased and his 
widow. 

This is one of the changes made by 
die Law Gomndctee in the govern- 
ment bill that passed its first reading 
in December 1983. The change is 
incorporated in the bill that passed 
its second and third readings in the 
Knesset yesterday. 

Under the government bill- where 
a man leaves a widow and children 
by bis first marriage, the widow 
would receive only one fourth of the 
estate. 

The committee also changed the 
government version regarding the 
division of an estate between a 
widow and her husband's brothers 
and sisters.

Working conditions here must be 
improved, however, so that nurses 
will work full-time and those who 
have stopped working will return. 

The Hadassah Medical Organiza- 


tion said this week it wants to bring 
ICO foreign nurses to Israel. 

Health Minister Mordechai Gur 
said yesterday there is no alternative 
to bringing nurses from abroad, par- 
ticularly for those services that are 
crucial and for which local personnel 
cannot be found. 

Speaking to the Knesset Commit- 
tee for Labour and Social Welfare. 
Gur said that it is not possible to 
make an exception for the nursing 
profession in the form of special 
work incentives since this would set a 
precedent for the entire labour 
force.

The skin flown to Israel from a 
skin bank in Holland was ordered for 
research before the suicide attack 
near Metulla three weeks ago and 
was not for the soldiers burned in 
that attack. Agudat Yisrael Knesset 
Member Menahem Porush claimed 
yesterday. 

Porush said the skin bad been 
ordered by Hadassah Hospital long 
before the car bomb attack. The 
shipment was linked to the shortage 
of skin for grafts on soldiers burned 
in the attack, he said, to cause incite- 
ment ag ains t the religious public. 

Following the attack there were 
reports that no skin was available to 
treat the soldiers because a strict 
rabbinic interpretation of the Ana- 
tomy and Pathology Law had pre- 
vented hospitals from "banking” 
skin from corpses. 

Porush said he had asked Deputy 
Health Minister Shoshana Arbeli- 
AJmoslino (Labour) not to submit 
an amendment to the law. Axb£li- 
Almoslino said last week she is pre- 
paring an amendment which would 
explicitly permit the establishment 
of a skin bank. Porush asserted that 
die law as it stands permits using skin, 
from corpses for wounded soldiers. ,

The tax authorities suffered 
another blow yesterday when the 
Ministerial Economic Committee 
was again not able to decide on all 
the articles of the Income Tax Law 
dealing with raxes on corporations 
and the self-employed for the com- 
ing fiscal year. 

The committee has been debating 
the findings made by the Steinberg 
Committee, which recommended 
the closing of several loopholes 
which permit companies to evade tax 
payments. 

Last week the committee mem- 
bers introduced several changes in 
the original proposals, stripping 
them of much of their meaning. 

Yesterday the ministers were 
scheduled to approve the bill, but at 
the last minute four of them . Econo- 
mics Minster Gad Ya’acobi. Indus- 
try Minister Ariel Sharon. Com- 
munications Minister Amnon 
Rubinstein and Minister without 
Portfolio Yigael Hurwitz. proposed 
an increase in the protection offered 
to company assets by fully linking 
their value for tax purposes to the 
rate of inflation. Thus companies 
would not have to pay taxes on 
increases in the nominal value of 
their assets which come about as a 
result of inflation alone. The Stein- 
berg Committee had recommended 
a protection of 90 per cent against 
inflation, to make it closer to the 
protection given to wages. 80-90 per 
cent. 

This proposal was opposed by Fi- 
nance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i. 
Health Minister Mordechai Gur. 
Housing Minister David Levy and 
Transport Minister Haim Corfu. 
Since no majority was found for 
either of the proposals it was decided 
to delay the issue to the next meet- 
ing. 

Both Sharon and Levy voted by 
proxy. Levy is abroad, and Sharon 
refuses to participate in the delibera- 
tions of the committee on the Stein- 
berg Committee report. This has 
angered other ministers, who say 
that Sharon does not want to take 
responsibility for a bill increasing the 
tax payments of industrialists.

The Alignment wants to leave 
government funding of Kupat Holim 
Clalit at last war's level of some 
S90ro. The Finance Ministry wants 
to cut from this figure some $57 
million which it claims Kupat Holim 
owes the government hospital.

Sharon; Must maintain 30-km. security strip

HAIFA. - Israel must maintain a

Hospital workers rally against cuts

Inna Begun. 49. and Boris. 20. 
announced on March 5 that they 
were on a hunger strike in an effort 
to get prison authorities to allow 
Begun to write to them. 

He is in a camp in fee Perm 
region of the Ural mountains. He is 
supposed 10 be allowed to send 
home two letters per month. 

Mrs. Begun, who has not heard 
from her husband for three months, 
said the prison authorities contend 
Begun has not written letters, but 
she believes he has been prevented 
from corresponding. 

Begun was sentenced in October 
1983 to seven years in prison to be 
followed by five years of internal 
exile for anti-Soviet agitation and 
pro p a g a nda He served two previous 
terms in Soviet labour camps on 
similarcharges. 

His family claims the charges were 
brought about to stifle his efforts to 
teach Jewish culture and philosophy 
and in retribution for his requests to 
emigrate. 

While in an interview with the 
BBC. “refusenik” Janna Lemersaid

Survivors blast Reagan’s 
refusal to visit Dachau site

Auschwitz survivors, in a letter to 
President Reagan, said they were 
“deeply disturbed” by his refusal to 
visit the camps during a May visit to 
West Germany and by his comment 
that few people alive remember 
World WarH. 

“Only if we remember what hap- 
pened 40 years ago is there hope feat 
it will never happen again.” said 
Erich Kulka. honorary chairman of 
fee Committee of Auschwitz Survi- 
vors in Israel. “We urgently request 
you to retract your words,” she 
added in the letter, released to the 
press yesterday. 

Reagan told a news conference on 
Friday he had decided against visit- 
ing the site of the Dachau concentra- 
tion camp north of Munich during 
his European tour in May to mark 
the 40fe anniversary of the war's 
end. 

“We should observe this day as 
fee day when 40 years ago peace 
began,’” rather than revive war 
memories, Reagan said. - 

He went on to say there are “very 
few alive that remember even the 
war and certainly none of feemwho 
were adults and participating in any 
way.” 

' “Your shocking statement... is 
simply untrue,” Kulka wrote. 

“Every German who is 61 or over 


today was then legally an adult, 
could serve in fee army of the SS, 
vote, and presumably participated in 
the world around him., .we are deep- 
ly disturbed by your words.” 

A group calling itself the Israel 
Public Committee for Marking the 
40th Anniversary of the Victory 
Over Nazi Germany yesterday pub- 
lished a petition calling on the public 
to support the fight against “the 
renewal of fascism.”

Nine die as Iraq bombs Teheran neighbourhoods 


BAGHDAD f AP). - Iraq said yesterday that its 
planes raided three Iranian cities induding Teher- 
an in overnight raids, and also hit two ships off 
Iran's Kharg Island oil terminal. 

The Iraqi raid on Teheran left nine people dead 
and 14 wounded who were hospitalized, reported 
the official Iranian news agency, Irna, monitored 
in Nicosia. The agency said the bombs fell on two 
residential areas in southern Teheran. 

Irna said Iraqi planes attempted to bomb the 
dry of Hamadan but were chased off by Iranian 


anti-aircraft fire. Ir did not refer to any attack on 
Kermanshah, one of the three Iranian cities Iraq 
said it raided during the night. 

An Iraqi military spokesman said: “All Iraqi jet 
fighters returned safely after successfully carrying 
out" the raids. 

“This is new proof we give to the Teheran 
rulers... that the only way out of their crisis is to 
establish an overall peace with Iraq," the spokesr 
man said. 


The two “large naval targets" were attacked at 1 
a.m. Tuesday near Kharg Island. 185 kilometres 
southeast of the narrow Iraqi coast on the Gulf. 

In Iraqi military parlance, the term “large naval 
targets” refers to oil tankers. 

In the meantime, the state-controlled daily 
Al-Joumhouriya said Iraq “will nor allow the 
rulers of Iran to prolong the war any further. " 

“We shall expand the war hoot ro cover every 
corner in Iran until the rulers of Iran resort to logic 
(peace ) the paper said editorially. • 


South African police arrest church leaders 


CAPE TOWN (Reuter). - Police 
arrested 239 anti-government de- 
monstrators marching on parliament 
in the centre of Cape Town yesterday, 
including church leaders. 

A Reuter correspondent saw the 
demonstrators, protesting against 
the killing of at least 19 blacks by 
police near the eastern Cape town of 
Uitenhage last week, kneel on the 
ground. 

They sang hymns and protest 


songs when confronted by police. 
Scuffles broke out as the marchers 
were herded into police vans. 

The marchers were heading for 
parliament with a list of demands, 
including democracy in South Afri- 
ca, where the 73 per cent black 
majority has no parliamentary vote. 

Such outdoor demonstrations are 
illegal in South Africa. 

Eyewitnesses said those arrested 
included Severs Maude, General 


.Secretary of the South African 
Council of Churches, and Allan 
Boesak, president of the World 
Alliance of Reformed Churches. 

The protesters* demands also in- 
cluded the withdrawal of police 
troops from black townships in the 
eastern Cape, and the right ro bold 
funerals freely for riot victims. 

Arson and stoning of houses and 
cars meanwhile continued across 
South Africa yesterday and police 


fired rearms at crowds in Uitenhage 
townships. 

A police spokesman appealed to 
non-residents not to enter South 
Africa's townships, where urban 
blacks must live separated from 
whites by law, without consulting the 
police. 

He said an escort would be pro- 
vided where necessary for people 
such as salesmen trying to enter 
black areas. 


Tass: ‘81311111.8. major was on spying mission’ 


MOSCOW. - The official news 
agency Tass yesterday said the 
American major shot and killed by a 
Soviet sentry in East Germany was 
spying on a Soviet military base and 
blamed Washington for the “tragic 
outcome." 

But in Luxembourg yesterday, 
U.S. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger attacked the Soviet Un- 
ion over the shooting, comparing it 
with the Soviet downing of a South 


Korean airliner in 19S3. 

On arrival at a Nato defence 
min isters meeting here, in Luxem- 
bourg, Weinberger called the shoot- 
ing of Maj. Arthur Nicholson by a 
Soviet guard last Sunday a totally 
unjustified act. 

Tass also charged the U.S. had 
“circulated a deliberately false ver- 
sion” of the incident and- said the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington had 
lodged a strong protest with the 


State Department. 

In the tint official comment in 
Moscow on the shooting. Tass ac- 
cused the dead American of con- 
ducting an “espionage operation" 
when be was discovered by a Soviet 
sentry at a base near Ludwigslust in 
the Schwerin region of East Ger- 
many. 

Tass implied the Soviet guard did 
not know Nicholson was an Amer- 
ican when be shot him. 


The sentry found an intruder in 
camouflage dress taking photo- 
graphs through the window of a 
storage facility'. Toss said. It did not 
say what was in the facility beyond 
“mili tan- materiel . “ 

The sentry demanded in Russian 
and German that the intruder stop.

Indian alert to keep ‘Carlos’ out 


AMRITSAR. India (AP). - .A 
nationwide alert has been issued to 
prevent the entry of reputed interna- 
tional terrorist leader Ilyich Ramirez 
Sanchez, “The Jackal,” following 
intelligence reports that Sikh ex- 
tremists living abroad have hired 
him to assassinate some Indian lead- 
ers. an official source said. 

The alert said the Venezuelan, 
known by bis nickname, Carlos , can 
pass as an Indian and that he may 
attempt to sneak into India on a false 
passport since no one knows exactly 
what he looks like, the source said. 

The official, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said some over- 
seas Sikh businessmen are suspected 
of having given Carlos and fus men 


“a lot of money to carry out assas- 
sinations in India and to train Sikh 
extremists" in army-controlled Pun- 
jab state. 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi's 
government has accused Sikh mili- 
tants living abroad of instigating and 
financing terrorism in Punjab, home 
of India’s 23-million member Sikh 
minority. Gandhi recently told par- 
liament that 26 Sikh extremist 
groups are operating in western 
Europe and northern America. 

Some Sikh rebels abroad have 
threatened to kill Gandhi, 40, in 
reprisal for the slaying of more than 
2,000 Sikhs in widespread riots 
sparked by the Oct. 31 assassination 
of his mother and predecessor. In- 


dira Gandhi. Mrs. Gandhi was shot 
by two Sikh security guards seeking 
to avenge the Indian army's assault 
last June on the Golden Temple. 


Lawmakers demanded in parlia- 
ment yesterday that the prime minis- 
ter's security be strengthened in view 
of increasing terrorist threats. 

Carlos was bom in Caracas to a 
wealthy Communist famil y 

He has been linked to a number of 
international terrorist acts, including 
the December 31 bombings that kil- 
led five people and wounded 41 in 
Marseille, the 1975 hijacking of an 
Air France jetliner to Uganda and 
the Vienna kidnapping of 11 Opec 
oil ministers in 1975.

LOS ANGELES ( AP). - Amadeus, 
a fictional account of Wolfgang 
Amadeus Mozart's tormented final 
years, dominated the Academy 
awards on Monday with eight 
Oscars, including best picture and 
best actor for F. Murray Abraham as 
Salieri. 

Sally Held won best actress for her 
role as a tough farm widow in Places 
in the Heart. 

Haing Ngor, a Kampuchean re- 
fugee making his acting debut as an 
American reporter’s assistant in The 
Killing Fields , and the veteran Dame 
Peggy Ashcroft, as the enigmatic 
English visitor in A Passage to India. 
were named best supporting perfor- 
mers at the 57th Academy awards. 

The Czech-born Milos Forman 
took the best director prize for 


Amadeus , which also captirred 
awards for makeup, sound, art direc- 
tion. costume design and best 
adaptation by playwright Peter Shaf- 
fer. It was the second Oscar for 
Forman. His first was for the 1975 
One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest. 

Maurice Jarre won for his original 
score for A Passage to India. 

The Oscar for best foreign lan- 
guage film went to producer Arthur 
Cohn for the Swiss-made Dangerous 
Moves . about a world championship 
chess match between a Russian and 
an exiled dissident, starring Michel 
Piccoli. Liv UUmann and Leslie 
Caron. 

Runners-up to Amadeus were The 
Killing Fields with three Oscars - 
including cinematography and edit- 
ing - and A Passage to India and 


Places in the Heart with two apiece. 

The most popular award of the 
evening was handed by Cary Grant 
to 72-year-old James Stewart, an 
honorary Osccr for “50 years of 
memorable performances, for high 
ideals both on and off the screen.”

Rome 



ATHENS (AP). - Justice Minister 
George Mangakis has rescinded an 
order for an Arab arms smug- 
ger suspected of involvement in an 
attack on the Rome synagogue in 
1982 to be extradited to Italy, a 
Justice Ministry spokeswoman said 
yesterday. 

The spokeswoman said the ex- 
tradition order for Abdel Osama 
al-Zomar. 22. was suspended last 
Friday. 

*’ Al-Zomar will remain in Kory- 
dallos prison for the present." she 
said. 

The spokeswoman gave no reason 
for the man’s continued de- 
tention in Greece, but police sources 
said al-Zomar is being detained 
pending an investigation into a hand 
grenade attack on Jordan's Alia air- 
line offices in the Greek capital last 
Thursday. 

Three airline employees were in- 
jured. one seriously when a dark- 
skinned young man tossed two hand 


grenades into the third-floor Alia 
offices on central Constitution 
Square. No arrests have been made. 7

offices in Rome and Nicosia on the

Mangakis signed die long-delayed 
extradition order last Tuesday, but 
the prisoner, who admitted he 
belonged to. an .extreme left-wing 
Palestinian group opposed to Pales- 
tine Liberation OrgaxiizationJeader 
Yasser Arafat^ did not leave for 
Rome immediately, -the Justice 
Ministry spokesman said. ; . 

Italian authorities . asked for. al- 
Zomar's extradition in January 1983 
on the grounds he was Involved in - 
planning the October 1982 synago- 
gue attack in which a two-year-edd

Mangakis. said ' the extradition re- 
quest could not be considered until 
the prisoner had completed a 20-' 
month sentence for arms smuggling. 


More Afghan rebel attacks 
as Soviets prepare offensive 


NEW DELHI ( AP). - Anti-Mandst 
guerrillas launched several -bomb 
attacks last week on Sovie’t- 
inhabited areas in the Afghan capital 
of Kabul, killing at least seven 
Soviets, western diplomats reported 
yesterday. 

Soviet forces meanwhile have 
started moving large convoys of 
tanks and troops toward southern 
Afghanistan provinces in prepara- 
tion for the summer offensive, the 
diplomats reported. 

Little was known about the Soviet 
movements and it was not im- 
mediately clear if they might be 
related to an attempt to seal the 
border with Pakistan, cutting the 


rebels’ supply, lines. Much of the 
rebel’s supplies move through Pakis- 
tan. which provides the fighters with 
a haven. •, . 

“Massive air movement toward 
southern provinces of Ghazni and 
Khandahar started. March 19," said 
one diplomatic report. Convoys of 
tanks and armoured personnel car- 
riers have been steadily moving from 
the north. 

A rash of bombings aimed at 
Soviet officials was reported last 
week in residential and shopping 
areas in Kabul, said the diplomats 
who briefed reporters on condition 
they not be identified by name or 
nationality. - • . . 


U.S., Soviets start talks on space arms 


GENEVA (AP). - U.S. and Soviet 
negotiators began talks on space and 
defence weapons yesterday after 
chief U.S. delegate Max Kampel- 
man returned from an MX-missile 
lobbying trip to Washington. 

A U.S. spokesman said each tide 
was expected to send a delegation of 
about one dozen people to the meet- 
ing at the Soviet mission. The Soviet 
delegation was to be beaded by Yuli 
Kvitsinsky. 

The spokesman, in keeping with 
the confidentiality rule on both 
sides, declined comment on what 
would be discussed at the meeting. 

The talks were not expected to be 


affected by the shooting on Sunday 
of a U.S: military officer by a Soviet 
soldier in East Germany, said the 
spokesman.' 

During his three days in Washing- 
ton, Kampelman met with President 
Reagan and members of Congress. 
Kampelman was seeking to per- 
suade House members that they 
should vote to approve $1.5 billion 
for 21 additional MX missiles.

Embassy in Moscow insuch a way that Soviet officials could read top secret 
documents before the U.S. diplomats they were intended for, a national 
televison news report said last night. - . \ ;_ - 

CBS News said highly sensitive listening devices planted mat least a dozen 
typewriters sent signals of reports being typed to transmitters hidden in- the • 
embassy walk. 

The devices were only discovered last year after a tipoff from a "friendly 
nation" whose embassy bad been similariy bugged, CBS said. 

It added that the stenographic spies had been in place for at least a year 
before they were discovered and may have been there since 1978, when a fire 
at the embassy led to the discovery of other eavesdropping devices. 

A State Department spokesman in Washington had no immediate 
comment on tlje report, which did not explain how the devices distinguished 
which letters were being typed, or how they had been installed.

bours. “Although we favour ‘inter- 
nal aliya’ tins was a bit much, even 
for us,” Bo fag says. 

Since March 1973 foe home has 
offered rest and convalescence to 
about 16,000 mothers - many of 
them repeat-guests, of course. The 
number of babies cared for is much 
higher, since the incidence of twins 
mid triplets is on foe rise nationwide. 
Recently a 22-year-old, in her first 
birth, had quadruplets, three heal- 
thy boys and a girl. “She was with us 
17 days and caused a bottleneck, 
because other mothers could not be 
admitted,” Bolag says. 

“We are forced to refuse about 40 . 
per cent of all applications. Daily 
there are heart-rending cases,, be- . 
cause foe physical and emotional 
health of a woman after birth can 
have far-reaching effects on the fu- 
ture of a family ,” he explains. 

The old force-storey house with its 
narrow staircase, tiny rooms and 
small nursery is totally inadequate. 
“Women now come from spacious 
modern hospitals and we can no 
longer put them-up in this hole,” he 
says.- 


THE HOME was originally set up by 
Rabbi Solomon Pappenbeim. 
founder of the Bayit Lepletot 
Orphanage in Jerusalem, to provide 
for his wards even after they set up 
families. There is no party affilia- 
tion, and although in the early years 
Yiddish was much heard in foe 
home, this is no longer foe case. 
About 40 per cent of the mothers 
come from foe Sephardi communi- 
ties, many from settlements in foe 
Jerusalem Corridor. 

“Mothers from non-religious 
homes are about 15 per cent of the 
guests. We get many referrals from 
social agencies in Jerusalem, and 
even from as far away as Beersheba. 
There is only one condition in our 
-contract, that the women chess mod- 
estly," Bolag says. “Our experience 
in this area is entirely positive, and 
there has never been anv argu- 
ment.” 

The mother and baby home gets 
no financial help from either the 
Ministry of Health or the social 
affairs ministry, or from the Jeru- 
salem Municipality. “Everything is 
built on donations, although we do

get some help from the Mifal 
Hapayis national lottery." says 
Bolag. who has been seven years 
with the home. Its three managers. 
Rabbis Pappenheim. Naftali Rosen- 
feld and Samuel Stern, spend about 
half of every year abroad collecting 
.funds. They all work on salaries' 
rather than taking a percentage of 
monies contributed. “These men are 
real idealists, who sacrifice their 
family life for this work." he adds. 

The cost to the mothers is either 
S40, S30 or S20 a day, depending on 
the family's financial situation. “Ab- 
out 80 per cent of the mothers pay 
according to foe $20 scale.” Bolag 
notes. 

“Remember that a day in hospital 
now costs about S150 and that the 
real costs to us for a mother and baby 
is about $80 a day." 

Five years ago the home bought a 
ten-dunam plot for £350.000 in the 
village of Abu Gosh. “Although we 
had official encouragement all the 
way from the health minister down, 
it took us two-and~a-h*If years of 
heartbreaking effort to get the de- 
signation of foe land changed from 
agricultural to residential," Bolag 
says with a deep sigh. 

Apart from foe cost of foe land, 
foe home has already spent $700,000 
on groundwork and foundations for 
foe first phase of an 85-bed opera- 
tion. Die need is now for $3.8 mil- 
lion - and money has run out. "We 
dedicate rooms to individual small 
contributors; so far we have no big 
donor," Rabbi Bolag says, as he 
pulls out colour photos of the entic- 
ing site in the Jerusalem hills.

The resistance group 
formed by Winkelmoien. his three 
brothers and their friends also res- 
cued many Allied pilots who crashed 
over Holland and escaped detection 
by the Germans. 

They would hurry to the site 
where the plane was shot dow n . mi .r- 
to reach the pilot before the Ger- 
mans did. But that was only the 
beginning. There was still the task «.»i 
biding them and smuggling them out 
of Holland, mobilizing people who 
were ready to endanger themselves 
and their families, falsifying or steal- 
ing identity cards, raiding govern- 
ment offices to obtain food car-Js and 


The same went for hiding Jews. 
Winkelmoien himself had to go into 
hiding when he was betrayed. A 
price was put on his head, but foe 
Germans did not get him. His three 
brothers were not so lucky and were 
sent to concentration camps. At one 
<n his hiding places he met a Jewish 
•a oman who was to become his wife. 
Ru *2 Moskovus. She, loo. worked 
w:th the resistance. They have three 
children and are particularly proud 
that the youngest daughter is secret- 
ary of the ICN in Geleen. where an 
“Israel Week" was organized this 
m.mch. Like many ICN members 
they are worried by the ever-growing 
submission to Arab pressures and 
feel that the ICN is a necessity. 

Tiny and Gus Rameckers fought 
together in the resistance from the 
beginning of the Nazi invasion in 
May one of their many activi- 
;ie> heing organizing hiding places 
for Jews. 

In 1942. Gus and his group w'ere 
betrayed, kept in Dutch prisons and 
spem more than two years in 
Suchcmtgld and other comxntra- 
;i*'n camp*. 

Rameckers and Winkelmoien 
were decorated in 1980 by Queen 
Beatrix. For the Rameckers. the 
ICN protests against anti-Semitism, 
in its new- guise of anti- Zionism, is 
but a continuation of the Dutch 
tradition of non-discrimination. 

This is aNo the attitude of Elly 
Pijpers. "No need to mention me." 
she says. “What is important is the 
fight against evil.” 

As a Christian, she feels her roots 
arc here and that is why Israels 
survival is vital not only for the 
Jewish people. 

Her answer to my last question: 
“We want to make up for the injus- 
tice of moving the embassy and to 
express our solidarity with Jeru- 
>jiem and Israel. The flowers are a 
symbol of love and the tulip is a 
typical Dutch flower. Through the 
bulbs we say to every Israeli: You 
have got friends in Hqfland."

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U.S. wants IMF to charge $

Any single one of the three major 
banks could have put an end to the 
regulation of the bank shares at any 
time, but none of them wanted to, 
Israel Discount Bank Deputy* 
Managing Director Eliahu Cohen 
■stated yesterday. 

Testifying before the Bejski Com- 
mission of Inquiry into the October 
1983 collapse of the bank shares. 
.Cohen flatly contradicted Bank 
Hapoalim Chairman Giora Gazit, 
who last week said that “even with 
the help of the Bank of Israel" no 
single bank could have halted the 
regulation. 

According to Cohen, “within two 
days” of one of the major banks - 
IDB, Leumi or Hapoalim - 
announcing a bait to the regulation 
of its shares, “all the other banks 
would have fallen into line. 

“I don't remember any request by 
any of the bankers to get off the 
regulation cycle.” said Cohen. 

Galia Maor, former Examiner of 
Banks for the Bank of Israel, was 
acclaimed by Coben as “the only one 
who foresaw the real danger of bank 
share regulation - the danger to the 
banks’ own stability.” 

Cohen, who was more forthcom- 
ing with his replies yesterday than he 
had been on Monday, also recalled a 
meeting, in May 1983, between bank 
heads and Treasury officials at which 
the bankers were asked to “support” 
(by intervention in the market) the 
sagging prices of non-bank shares. 

If they would agree to this, the 
officials said, the Treasury would 
oblige them with liquidity, would 


allow them a delay in transferring tax 
revenue money collected from the 
public, and authorize additional 
floatations of capital shares. The 
banks obliged, went inro the marker 
and bought up substantial amounts 
of shares that were being dumped by 
investors, and in the end suffered 
losses because of this. 

The highlight of Cohen’s testi- 
mony yesterday was a series of statis- 
tical tabulations he submitted. These 
aimed to show that despite Bank 
Discount's trials and tribulations in 
connection with the bank share col- 
lapse. the bank remains a solid finan- 
cial institution. ■ 

Cohen’s main thesis was that this 
was so because the price earnings 
ration (“multiple”) of his bank's 
shares averaged about S. 7 during the 
1980s. whichwos a third or a half that 
of other banks' shares. But, under 
expert questioning from Hebrew 
University Prof. Marshall Samat, 
Cohen admitted that “there have 
been times when I myself, in lectures 
to our investment advisers, have 
downplayed the importance of this 
low multiple factor. " 

Cohen caused many eyebrows to 
be raised when he declared that the 
market price of his bank's holding 
company shares - IDB - reflected 
their real asset value on October 6, 
1983 . the day of the great collapse of 
bank shares" on the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange. 

Prof. Daniel Friedman, a panel 
member: “If this was so. why did 
Bank Discount agree to the Treas- 
ury’s arrangement?” 

Cohen: “That arrangement was 
forced upon us. Look, when the 
government comes to you and offers 


an additional set of brakes to arrest 
the crash in share prices, how can 
you refuse with the interests of your 
customers in the back of our minds? 
Yet, our managing director. Rafael 
Recanati. announced right there and 
then that he did not want any protec- 
tion for his or his family's shares.” 
Commission chairman Supreme 
Court Justice Moshe Bejski: “At a 
meeting of the Knesset Finance 
Committee on November 18. 1982. 
witness after witness warned of the 
great and imminent danger posed by 
the banks' manipulation of their 
share prices, and you yourself 
attended that meeting. Why did you 
disregard all of those warnings?” 
Cohen: “Our feeling was that halt- 
ing regulation would be more 
dangerous than continuing it." 

Bejski: *Tn your opinion, what is 
the real danger of regulation?” 
Cohen: “The deeper you get into 
regulation, the more hazardous your 
capital adequacy becomes.” 

Bejski: “What did you suggest 
that your branch investment coun- 
sellors advise customers about in- 
vesting?'* 

Cohen: “We encouraged them to 
promote the purchase of IDB 
shares, which we honestly felt were a 
very good investment." 

Bejski: “Any other goodies for 
purchasers of Bank Discount 
shares?" 

Cohen: “Yes. We gave them a 
guaranteed purchased price - the 
previous day’s closing. We did not 
charge them commissions oi 
safekeeping charges, and for sub- 
stantial customers there was a ’YIP' 
card which provided reductions on 
various other bank service charges. 


Cohen also volunteered that “I. 
too. believe rhaf artificially main- 
taining a share price through regula- 
tion is a distortion. But it is a neces- 
sary distortion in an economy full of 
distortions. In the final analysis, reg- 
ulation is only one effort to intro- 
duce stability into a distorted eco- 
nomy.” 

As an example of other economic 
distortions. Cohen cited the fact that 
the exchange rate of the shekel and 
the prices of government bonds are 
not "dictated by supply and demand 
but by administrative fiat. 

On another issue. Cohen said that . 
in 19S3 the Treasury - in meetings 
that sometimes included then- , 
finance minister Yoram Aridor - 
offered to help the banks' liquidity : 
problems. The cash problems that 
year were often generated by mas- 
sive selling sprees that required the 
banks to use the regulation system to 
prop up their shares. This factor 
combined with declining profits and 
heavy taxes. 

Friedman commented on the 
Treasury's promises oF easing the 
banks' liquidity bottleneck. “I 
understand that the Treasury was 
ready to be very generous with li- 
quidity. which is the Bonk of Israel's 
purview, and that the Bank of Israel 
was ready to be generous with in- 
terest rates, which is the Treasury’s 
responsibility.” 

That drew an immediate response 
from Cohen. “That’s the way things 
are in our country.” said the banker, 
adding that “everybody would come 
up with solutions that required some 
other institution to bear responsibil- 
itv." 


Turkish bank profits up last year 


Rare 1851 stamp sold for $676,470 


ISTANBUL (Renter). - Turkish 
banks and foreign banks operating in 
Turkey increased profits in 1984 de- 
spite a number of problems, bankers 
here said yesterday. _ 

Although the balance sheets of all 
48 banks have not been announced 
yet, a senior government official was 
quoted recently as saying total pro- 
fits in the banking sector are ex- 
pected to reach 200 billion liras ($400 
million) this year up from around 
100b. (S200m.) last year. 

Announced balance sheets of 
some banks confirm the estimate, 
with the large private Akbank in- 
creasing its profit to 23b. ($46m.) in 
1984, from 8b. ($16m.) a year be- 
fore. 

Similarly, the private Yapi Ve 
Kredi Bankasi increased its profits 


from Sira. ($165,000) to 1.2b. 
(S2.4m.) 

A top executive of a U.S.-based 
bank operating in Turkey also said 
profits were better in 1984 

A prominent Turkish banker, who 
asked not to be named, said the 
increases arose from the banks' in- 
vesting in lucrative state bonds last 
year. ““The state bonds pay 55%, 
while the banks pay around 35% to 
depositors,” he said. 

The banks also benefited from the 
easing of foreign currency regula- 
tions, but they were plagued by bad 
debts. 

The bad debts, dating from Tur- 
key's industrial crisis of the early 
1980s, 3re variously estimated at 
between 300 and 700b. liras, ($600 to 
$1,400 million). 


WIESBADEN, West Germany 
(AP). - An extremely rare 1851 
stamp from the German state of 
Baden was sold for DM2.3 million 
($676,470) recently at an auction 
of an American businessman's col- 
lection. 

The price was the highest ever 
paid for a stamp in West Germany - 
and one of the highest worldwide, 
according to traders and auction 
house employees. 

They said a 1-cent stamp issued in 
British Guiana in 1856 was au- 
ctioned in the early 1970s for 
$700,000. 

The Baden stamp, an "off-colour 
misprint,” was worth 9 kreuzer - 
roughly equivalent to today's pfen- 
nig, or a hundredth of a mark - when 


it was issued. The stamp, mistakenly 
printed on green paper instead of the 
intended pink, had been listed in the 
auction house catalogue for 
DM1 .5m. ($441,170). 

The sale of the Baden stamp.' 
which was on a letter envelope, 
highlighted the auction of 272 Ger- 
man rarities belonging to John Bok- 
er Jr. , 72. a New York City business- 
man.

AMMAN fAP) - Jordan's eco- 
nomy. sharing the roubles of its 
oil-rich benefactors, grew by only 
2^4% after inflation in 1984 accord- 
ing to preliminary estimates cited 
Sunday by a senior official. 

' Hie figure quoted by Industry and 
Trade Minister Jawad Anani indi- 
cates that 1984 saw the first decline 
in per capita income since 1979 and 
the first sustained slow-growrh 
period since 1973-74, when sharp oil 
price increases jolted the kingdom. 

- The government estimates that 
the population grows by 3.8% to 4% 
a year. It now stands at about 2.5 
million. 

- Anani, - speaking by telephone, 
said he did not have the specific 
Gross National Product figure at 
hand. But he said his ministry calcu- 
lated the 1984 GNP at 2.4% above 
die 1.8 billion dinar (54.97b.) figure 
for 1983, after accounting for last, 
year's 3.9% inflation. 

Per capita GNP stands at roughly 
740 dinars (81,800) 

Sudden, sharp cal price increases 
'stunned. Jordan's economy in tbe 
early 1970s, but the country then 
capitalized on the oil boom by send- 
ing hundreds of thousands of work- 
ers to the Gulf states. Jordan itself 
has only minuscule amounts of 


proven oil reserves. 

Jordan's economy grew explosive- 
ly in tbe 1970s, but economists say it 
is now suffering ripple effects from 
the slow oil market. 

Tbe central bank estimates that 
Arab budget support for Jordan slip- 
ped to 124m. dinars (S305m.) in 1984 
from 196.6m. (S528.9m.) in 1983. 

A decade of sharp growth in re- 
mittances sent home by workers in 
the Gulf also ended last year. Anani 
said remittances for 1984 will be 
about equal to the 402m. dinars 
(Sl.l billion) sent home in 1983. 

' Anani said the Gross Domestic 
Product rose by 3% in 19S4. accord- 
ing to preliminary* estimates. 

He said the country had made 
significant progress in reducing its 
perennial massive trade deficit, cut- 
ting 'imports to 1, 043m. dinars 
(52,565.8m.) in 1984 from 1,1 03m. 
(S2,967m.) the year before. 

He said that exports had reached 
roughly 230m. dinars (S565.$m.). up 
from 160.1m. (5430.7m.) in 1983. 

Tbe 3.9% inflation rate for 1984 
was tbe lowest since the mild defla- 
tion of 1968. The country was then 
suffering the shock of losing the 
West Bank to Israel. Tbe West Bank 
had accounted for 40% of Jordan's 
GNP. 


Gold up to $324 as dollar falls 


LONDON (Reuter). - Tbe price of 
gold jumped by S8 an ounce yester- 
day in late European trading, 
touchisgoffdollarsales and catching 
out some investors who had sold the 
metal in the expectation of a con- 
tinued drift in the price. 

Gold was set at $323.75 at the 
London afternoon fix and closed 
firm at $324.50, after touching S326. 
The morning fix was $316, the same 
as Monday night's dose. - 

The sudden upward movement 
was far smaller than last week's 
dramatic leap of more than $40 an 
ounce, to $350. That short-lived gain 
was dearly due. to a run on Ohio 
banks and doubts about the health of 


the U.S. economy, while operators 
yesterday were divided over the 
cause of the new move. 

There were reports of Soviet 
buying of gold against dollars. Some 
dealers mentioned renewed tension 
in tbe Gulf, but others pointed to 
nervousness over U.S. economic 
data due later this week. If the U.S. 
figures are poor, this would hit the 
value of the dollar - a trend which 
usually pushes investors into gold. 

The dollar slid from an opening 
3.2393 West German marks to a low 
of 3.2030 marks, but then recovered 
to dose at 3.2090. Steriingopened ai 
SI. 1710 and rose one cent on the day 
to dose at $1.1820.

tion so far. Koor is the largest indust- 
rial holding company in Israel: bui 
like most other industrial com- 
panies. it is not making any huge 
fortune. The only explanation is that 
some speculator or croup of specula- 
tors has decided to ‘manipulate" the 
price. And of course, this is going on 
while the Bank Share Inquiry Com- 
mission is discing deeper and deeper 
into share manipulation. This 
evidently shows that manipulation 
will continue, commission or no 
commission, for the forseeable fu- 
ture. 

The "free" shares were mixed. 
Although their indev fell by a slight 
G.l0 n o."(to which, of course, should 
be added the devaluation of the 
shekel), the gilt-edgedsharesdid not 
do so well. First International fell by 
1.7%. Hassneh was firm despite a 
fairly large demand. Gev-Yam fell 
by 7.4"o. Elbit was firm (the demand 
w’as a tiny 1 .800 shares). Elron rose 
by l l, «i. Clai Electronics rose by 
0*6% and Dead Sea Works did not 
rise. 

The marker leaders were food and 
tobacco, up by 2.12%. Evidently 
there is a feeling that the price hikes 
promised by the government will 
restore some profitablity to these 
industries. 


Oil shares fell by an average of 
2.39%. 

There was considerable demand 
for index-linked bonds, especially 
for the 3% fully linked (Galil). which 
rose by an average of 3.48% . Yet, if 
the index-linked bonds are I3ken as a 
whole, theft index has risen by only 
6.84% since the beginning of the 
year, and this is considerably below 
the rise in the Cost-of-Living Index. 

The worst performances among 
this type of bond w’as put up by the 
80% linked, which have risen by 
only 4.06% since the beginning of 
the year.

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The choice for Arafat 


THE FORMATION of a Syrian-sponsored anti-PLO in the 
shape of the Palestinian National Salvation From poses the 
gravest challenge yet to Yasser Arafat in all the years of his 
stewardship as the PLO's anointed leader. 

For it is not merely that Arafat's “radical” friends-tumed- 
foes, already assembled under the militant banner of Damas- 
cus, have now banded together in a formal new alliance. The 
significance of the move lies in the fact that five smallish 
“radical” groups, with little Palestinian grassroot support, have 
been joined by the largest PLO faction after Fatah, George 
Habash's PFLP. 

Dr. Habash is a serious opponent. Although long at odds 
with Arafat, he has steadfastly refused to become a prisoner of 
Syria. His own membership in the new alliance may confer a 
measure of legitimacy on it, not least in the eyes of the Arabs of 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza, where the Syrians are generally held 
in contempt. In inter-Arab terms, this represents quite a coup 
for the Syrians. 

What remains of the Arafat-led PLO is thus only the Fatah, 
sans the rebels under Abu Mussa, and Nayef Hawatmeh's 
diminutive DFLP. 

Upon its formation, the Salvation Front has unveiled its 
credo. It aims to reverse Arafat's course of “surrenderism’ 1 and 
“defeatism,” to scuttle such political programmes as the 
Amman agreement and the Mubarak initiative, to escalate 
armed struggle against Israel from all Arab borders, and in 
genera] terms to practise the pure and unadulterated PLO 
doctrine according to the Covenant. 

What this boils down to has not, so far, been stated, perhaps 
because it may sound too bloody-minded for world-wide 
publicity. But it is plainly identical with what Abu Nidal, the 
still living arch terrorist, defined as his aim in an interview with 
Western newsmen in the Syrian-ruled Bekaa last month: “The 
total destruction of the Zionist entity by a people's war.” 

How does Arafat propose to respond to this renewed 
challenge of all-out terrorism in Palestinian ranks? 

He could, in theory, now that he is rid of the PLO's “radical" 
incubus, openly disavow the terrorist gospel of the Covenant, 
and opt for the straight and narrow path of diplomacy. He could 
meet the two minimal conditions set by the Americans for 
dealing with him - endorsement of Resolution 242 and 
recognition of Israel. But the possibility exists only in theory. 

The Fatah chieftain would not so radically shift his ground 
unless he were at least certain that the Americans would 
reciprocate by backing his own minimal demand for an 
independent Palestinian state, loosely confederated with Jor- 
dan. But such a change in U.S. policy is not on the cards. In any 
case, Arafat has long since persuaded himself that a two- 
pronged strategy combining armed struggle and diplomacy, 
Vietcong style, is the key to victory. 

This remains his firm belief. “War is the loud voice of 
political action,” he said just recently. “I fight,” he added, “to 
reach apolitical aim.” 

There is little likelihood, therefore, that he will now lay down 
his arms as a contribution to the peace process he is so anxious 
to invade. On the contrary, he may well escalate his own 
anti-Israel violence in order to prove to doubting Palestinians 
that his militant credentials 1 have not been, unpaired by his 
dabbling in diplomacy. 


One indication of such a plan may have been the boastful 
claim of his military aide, Khalil al-Wazir (Abu Jihad), in 


Amman on Monday that some 60 Arafat-supporting Palesti- 
nian fighters were recently killed in attacks on Israeli soldiers in 
South Lebanon. 

If this is kept up there will, of course, be only more 
Arafat-supporting dead, for the IDF will make no distinctions 
in fighting different wings of the Palestinian terrorist move- 
ment. And Arafat's “political aim" will be further from 
realization than ever. 


A wasteful saving 


BUDGET CUTS are imperative yet they are bound to be 
painful, for one reason or another, and some of them may be 
fraught with perilous consequences. 

The defence budget cannot be considered sacrosanct, but 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin was right to insist that the 
entire government, and not just the inner cabinet, take the 
responsibility for the $600m. cut in the ministry's budget. Mr. 
Rabin, a former chief of general staff, thinks the amount is 
dangerously excessive. His argument should not be dismissed 
merely on the grounds that all defence ministers since David 
Ben-Gurion resisted slashes in their budgets. Nor is it a wholly 
sufficient assurance that another minister, also a former CGS, 
believes that the approved reductions will not affect the IDF s 
fighting ability. 

No doubt - most soldiers on reserve duty tend to agree on this 
- there are areas of military life where not even all the fat has 
yet been trimmed away. But in other areas the knife has already 
touched the very bone. 

One example is Rafael, the Defence Ministry's Armaments 
Development Authority. Rafael znay be the best symbol of 
Israel’s quest of qualitative superiority over enemies whose 
advantage in sheer numbers can never be wholly overcome. 
The planned sacking of 1.100 of Rafael's employees, including 
engineers and scientists, will not be the end of Rafael. But to 
dispense with the services of all these employees not because 
they are unnecessary but because there is not enough in the till 
to pay for them, seems a reduedo ad absurdum of the logic of 
economizing.

^ WE’RE NOT sure it was in 
keeping with the sanctity of 
a house of worship, but a 
French woman recently crossed 
from one minaret to another on a 
rope 55 metres above ground at 
Istanbul’s famed Blue Mosque.

FORTY YEARS after the end of 
Hitler's Third Reich, the West Ger- 
mans are wrestling with the dilemma 
of how to deal with those who claim 
the Nazis committed no crimes. 

The question is whether to enact a 
law that would make propagation of 
the so-called "Auschwitz lie" and 
similar neo-Nazi and radical-rightist 
propaganda a crime. 

The debate divides the politicians 
along party lines and is causing a 
serious rift in Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl’s coalition government of 
Christian Democrats and Free 
Democrats. 

The central issue is whether to 
outlaw the printed and spoken claim 
that the Nazi crimes were never 
committed, and that there were no 
mass murders, death camps, ghet- 
tos, or deponarions. 

Propaganda of this nature, bear- 
ing such titles as The Lie Abcna 
Auschwitz, There Were No Gas 
Chambers, or The Fraud of the Cen- 
tury. has spread in an avalanche of 
periodicals, underground news- 
papers, pamphlets, war adventure 
books, and pseudo-scientific histor- 
ical literature. Most of it is imported 
by German neo-Nazis from the U.S. 
and Canada.

Moreover, the law. when broadly 
interpreted by local police, can be 
used to confiscate propaganda. 

In addition, the penal code has 
sections outlawing genocide and its 
propagation or glorification, as well 
as a paragraph outlawing "defama- 
tion of the dead.” The defamation 
law has on occasion been used to 
■prosecute radical- rightists, but legal 
proceedings must be initiated by 
descendants of those defamed, for 
example Jewish groups, not by local 
prosecutors. 

About five years ago. following a 
near flood of neo-Nazi propaganda 
and a wave of radical-rightist terror-

A federal government agency 
in Bonn enforces it by vetting all 
printed material that comes orT the 
market.

Once ruled as harmful or unfit by 
the Bonn office, the materials are 
put on an index list and may not be 
sold commercially or otherw ise dis- 
tributed to juveniles under age 16.

David on the thug's hat. which is 
transformed into a swastika. The 
thug's hand is raised in the Nazi 
“Heil" salute, and the whole thing is 
labelled "Judenjugend.” a not very 
subtle play on "Hitierjugend.” 

I am not qualified to judge art, but 
in my opinion the “Judenjugend" 
picture was neither “provocative” 
nor "inflammatory.” but merely 
obscene. 

Enabling a Jewish painter to put 
up such a picture in the framework of 
an “Israeli-Palestiman" exhibition 
is, I believe, stretching freedom of 
expression to its outer limits. I won- 
der what would have been said if 
such - a picture were displayed in a 
public gallery’ in Germany or, for 
that matter, the Soviet Union.

Also disturbing was Mr. Ne'e- 
man's pride in his party's support 
among teenagers. After the I9S1 
elections he is reported to have told a 
journalist: "We put three people 
into the Knesset. But if foe votine 


age had been 12 to 20 years, we 
would have put 70 MKs in." 

Mr. Ne'eman may very well be 
right, but the wonder is that he is 
proud of what he describes. One 
might note, for example, that if the 
voting age had been three to nine foe 
"All Toys Are Mine” party would 
probably have divided the Knesset 
quite evenly with foe “Ice Cream 
and Chocolate" Pam.
